William Doyle and Philip Doyle, Lismore 


road, Kimmage, and Charles Byrne, Sundrive 
road, were again before the court, charged 
with breaking into premises and stealing pre- 
perty valued at about £40, and with being in 
illegal possession of a Mauser pistol and 
stealing a motor car, the property of Dr. 
Cyril H. Bradlaw, Glenart, Brighton road, 
Dublin. 
Detective Officer John Madden said that 
William Dovle made a statement to him, in 
which he said that about five weeks ago 
Charlie Byrne and he went to Brighton road, 
where they stole a Morris two-seater car.

DUBLIN ENGINEER ON 
WATER-FINDING 


> ve 


“ No water diviners need apply.” 

That is the attitude of the Department of 
Local Government in relation to the use of 
the hazel rod in finding supplies of water for 
public consumption in the Free State. But, 
while the Department refuses to sanction the 
payment of a fee to the diviner by any local 
authority, the hazel rod finds a strong sup- 
porter in a well-known Dublin engineer, who 
informed an trish Times reporter yesterday 
that the majority of wells sunk in County 
Dublin over the last fifteen years were found 
by the rod and confirmed by the geological 
map. 

The engineer is Mr. F. P. Russell, of the 
Dublin Board of Health, and he told a meet- 
ing of that body yesterday that he had him- 
self proved the efficiency of the rod. 

Mr. Russell was replying to doubts cast 
by a member upon the, results achieved by 
water diviners, who were mentioned by 
another member as an economical proposition 
in County Dublin, where a new well at 
Corduff, Blanchardstown, sunk to 120 feet, at 
a cost of £120, was found to be contaminated 
owing to a large fissure.in the ‘earth which 
allowed surface sediment to sink through. 

Mr. Russell, in an interview, stated that he 
had been endowed with the gift of water 
divining, and was a fairly constant user of 
the red. The Department of Local Govern- 
ment did not believe in it because, he pre- 
sumed, of a number of failures on the part 
of water diviners at one time in County 
Cavan, where deep-seated, water was very 
difficult to obtain. 

The ‘‘ official” method of discovering 
water, he explained, was by reference to the 
geological.map, but he Solitwad that the 
element of chance was largely ruled out and 
the measure of success immensely increased 
by the use of the hazel rod in conjunction 
with the map. “ Applied in such a way,” 
the said, “I hold that water divining is a 
real live and reliable means of getting 
supplies. ”’ 

He instanced a well in County Cavan, 
which was sunk to a depth of 300 feet with- 
out a drop of water, and held that had a 
diviner been acting in conjunction with an 
engineer he would have been able to say at 
once whether the rock was water-bearing. 
“T. always can tell whether there is water 
under the surface, and by reference to the 
geological map can decide whether it would 
be an economical proposition to start boring. 
It is a great advantage to have the hazel 
rod with the map, and I have not had one 


1 thought I had failed when, after boring 
130 feet, I could get only ten gallons of 
water per hour. But I had faith in the rod, 
and when I exploded Slbs. of gengmite at the 
bottom of the bore I got 1, gallons an 
hour. The water had been two or three feet 
to the side of the boring, and the twig was 
justified ' 

Mr. Russell added that he will go on using 
the rod in the interests of County Dublin 
and an economical water supply.

discovered in 1848. The stone bore a cross, 
with an inscription in Irish letters, and also 
an Ogham inscription.

THE JEWS OF GERMANY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 
hith S. Frignon, in his letter of 27th 
the st er on the above subject, dismisses 

e whole problem, airily and in a few short 
sentences. here statistics contradict ‘his 
opinions they are exaggerated—or, to put no 
tooth in it, “deliberately cooked.” Mr. 
Frignon is, apparently, in the possession of 
information denied to others; for, in the face 
of accepted facts, this reasoning is puerile. 

Statistics, admittedly published from State 
Sources, are available as to Hebraic influences 
and machinations in Germany In the absence 
of official Jewish replies none is entitled to 
ma as broadly correct these statementa. 

The paramount fact—and the one to he 
kept ever In one's mind in dealing with this 
question—is that Jews represented under 
one per cent. of the total population of pre- 
Hitler Germany. Keeping this fact before 
one's eyes and comparing the percentages of 
appointments held by Jews, one cannot come 
to any other conclusion but that Jews pre- 
dominated and, in fact, controlled the pro- 
fessions, industries and general life of 
Germany. 

ox four of the major universities the pro- 
gi on of Jewish professors varied between 

per cent. and 48 per cent. In ten of the 
principal cities the numbers of Jewish lawyers 
was between’ 25 per cent. and 67 per cent. 
Jewish doctors represented between 20 per 
cent. and 63 per cent. of the total numbers. 
One could prolong the list indefinitely and 
find that in every key-industry and occupa- 
tion, in all the well-paid occupations—in 
fact, in gan ó sphere where money or power 
could be obtained—Jewish influence pre- 
dominated. It would be no exaggeration to 
say that the Jews held Germany in a strangle- 
hold, and that not for Germany’s advantage. 

When one remembers the awful straits to 
which Germany was reduced during the in- 
flation period, and further bé in how 
the Jews seized on this opportunity to batten 
on a beaten and downcast people, one cau 
sympathise with a resurgent nation taking 
every opportunity to md itselt of a cancerous 
and parasitical growth which was eating at 
the heart of the nation. 

Until the advent of Hitler, Jews were con- 
trolling the industries, professions, and even 
the government of Germany. The Indepen- 
dent Socialist Party was founded by Jews, 
the leaders of the Communist Party were 
Jews, and out of 39 deputies elected by the 
Social Democratic Party 38 were Jews. All 
these parties were Communist, some under a 
cloak, more openly. In Germany, as in 
Russia, the foul beast of Bolshevism was 
controlled by Jews. Germany suffered when 
governed by these parties, and awoke to the 
connection between the Jews and Bolshevism. 
It is no wonder, therefore, that, having so 
suffered, Germany will not permit the twin— 
and often synonymous—evils of Jewry and 
Communism to exploint a great people for 
their own monetary and worldly advantage. 

To those who say that Jews in Germany 
were dismissed from their posts or victimised, 
a word of advice. A reference to Article 3 
of the Acts for the restoration of the status 
of civil servants, passed by the Reichstag in 
April, 1933, will be sufficient to dispel any 
incorrect notions previously held.—Yours, 
etc., K. © CAnILL.

SUCCESS

“HE opinion of an American visitor, that 

T the recently renovated Technica! Insti- 

tute at Dun Laoghaire is equal to the 

most modern schools in the United States, is 

quoted in the report of the Chief Executive 
Officer, which has just been issued. 

The . Committee’s ideals and -ambitions, 
states the report, were realised to some extent 
by the opening. of an addition to Dun 
Laoghaire Technical Institute at the beginning 
pf the session, an improvement which was 
appreciated by a larger number of students 
enrolled in classes. Indispensable equipment 
and furniture were installed, and the staff 
enthusiastically worked to prepare rooms for 
teaching. During the session representatives 
of various other committees inspected the 
Institute. An American visitor expressed 
the opinion .that this accommodation was 
equal to the most modern of United States 
schools. The members of this and the last 
Committee devoted much valuable time to 
planning and administering the work of re- 
building. 

The progress of the Committee’s educational 
scheme was maintained during the session. 
Courses were intensified as well as increased 
in magnitude, and the high standard in almost 
all classes was acknowledged by the public 
who visited the students’ exhibition of work 
in May. The public examination successes 
reached a new record of 251—an increase of 
87 over the previous year. There were 1,215 
students enrolled—158 more than in 1935-’6— 
and the hours of attendance increased by 
55,159 to a total of 212,010. 


TEA ROOM COOKERY 


_ Day Vocational, Commercial and Engineer- 
ing Courses were so filled that an overflow 
had to be sent to Blackrock. The standard 
of education of most of those who came direct 
from elementary schools was satisfactory. The 
pre-apprentice course for girls attracted a 
better type of student than in former years, 
This course is probably the most neces- 
sary Íor this type of girl in the curriculum, 
but great difficulty was experienced 
in securing students—a difficulty which will 
scarcely be overcome without invoking the 
compulsory attendance section of the Voca- 
tional Act. The new course in luncheon and 
tea-room cookery attracted ten excellent 


parts of the Free State. Their work reached 
an advanced stage and there was a great de- 
mand for their services at the end of the 
year at commencing salaries varying up to 
£100 per annum, with full board, This type 
of higher technical training is requisite to 
end the importation of foreigners to the best 
positions in Irish industry, and to ensure 
that the country will reap commercial pro- 


sperity. Advanced secretarial classes were 
well attended. One . “lent was successful 
at the Government Typists’ Examination 


(first part), and several others secured good 
appointments in offices or shops. The 
Domestic Science Classes continued to be 
popular, and a large number attended for ad- 
vanced instruction. 

Evening Engineering Classes were so large 
that they had to be duplicated, and the at- 
tendance in general was a great improvement 
on past sessions. Classes in woodwork, car- 
pentry and building construction were re- 
opened and made satisfactory progress. Other 
new classes in German, LÁ gs and elee- 
tricity were opened The numbers in em- 
broidery, leatherwork and design are increas- 
ing, but there were only three applicants 
for art classes. Evening shorthand and type- 
writing classes were much improved and 
further development is anticipated. 


BLACKROCK AND DALKEY 


In Blackrock there was an increase in the 
enrolment at the day building trades and 
evening domestic science courses. In addi- 
tion to the usual subjects, classes in chemis- 
try and physics were re-opened in the even- 
ings, also an advanced Irish class and an 
art craft class. The day hosiery classes were 
satisfactory, and a large number of students 
secured employment in the factories. 

Domestic science classes in Dalkey were 
more regularly attended than formerly, and 
a number of students were successful at ex- 
aminations. 

The number of students securing employ- 
ment in trades, engineering, offices, shops 
and factories is increasing annually, and over 
sixty were placed in positions during the 
year. The E.S.B., ie: and other large in- 
dustrialists are now fecruiting apprentices 
solely from Day Technical Courses. These 
firms also require their apprentices to attend 
evening courses, so that they may be fitted 
for higher-paid appointments.

Afterwards a small 
church was built, and gradually, as the work 
grew and news of the mission spread, the

This autumn and 
winter it will be used again, on a bigger 
at Cooley, in County Louth; »t 
Carndonagh and Labadish, in County 
Donegal ; ‘at Curroy, in Mayo, and at 
Carrickmacross, in ‘County Monaghan. 
These are the places where the Depart- 
ments of Industry and Commerce and 
Agriculture, working together in an 
effort to increase production in factory 
and in the fields, have set up five dis- 
tilleries for the manufacture of alcohol 
from potatoes. 
Not for human

consumption is this

alcohol, but for use as a source of heat, 
light and energy, as a solvent for dyes, as 
the base for anesthetics for surgery and 
medicine, as the raw material for ether 
and glycerols, the peculiar combination of 
carbo-hydrates, in which the homely tuber 
is rich. 

Vivid colours for our frocks and clothes, 
medicines to heal our bodily ills, ex- 
plosives, perfumes, fodder for our agricul- 
tural stock, gases for use in industry and 
commerce, ice for refrigerating purposes, 
fuel for transport propulsion and power— 
all these are locked up in the potatoes 
grown in our fields, awaiting release at 
the hands of the chemist, the scientist and 
the factory worker. 

In many European countries, but 
chicflv in Russia, Czechoslovakia, Holland 
and Germany, the potato is the raw 
material from which much _ industrial] 
wealth is produced. Four years ago the 
Free State Department of Industry and 
Commerce decided to investigate the pos- 
sibilities of producing similar natural 
wealth in the form of industrial alcohol 
for blending with petrol and for other 
commercial uses in this island. 


OUTSIDE MARKET 


Ireland has always been a great potato- 
growing country ; a country, however, that 
depends largely on an export market; 
and in the last guarter of a century the 
export market has tended to vacillate 
between an almost insatiable demand for 
potatoes and no demand at all. One year 
the prices offered jump by leaps and 
bounds ; the next, potatoes are all but un- 
saleable. Farmers in the potato-growing 
districts have known years in which their 
crop sold readily at prices ranging up to 
90s. per ton; but they have known, too, 
years in which all their industrious pre- 
paring of the soil, careful choice of seed, 
sowing, weeding, watchfulness, -spraying, 
digging, sorting and carriage to market, 
has gone for little more than naught, years 
in which they could not get rid of even 
part of their crop at prices as low as 15s. 
to 20s. per ton. Often, having perforce to 
leave their potatoes banked in clumps, 
they became so bad that they might not 
oven be fed to the swine or poultry. 

To obviate, or, at any rate, to ease this 
state of affairs, and ultimately to stabilise 
the sale of potatoes in those areas where 
export 18 virtually the only means of 
getting rid of the crop—and in some areas 
in Ireland few other crops except potatoes 
are growable—the Industrial Alcohol Act, 
1934, was passed by the Dail. It gave 
power to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce '' to undertake the manufacture, 
distillation and sale of industrial alcohol,”’ 
and it marked a new phase in the economic 
and industrial policy pursued by the 
present Government. Its aims not only 
included the production of absolute alcoho! 
and the stabilising of the price of 
potatoes, but also an increased produc- 
tion of potatoes in the immediate

vicinity of the factories, and consequently 
an inerease in agricultural employment 


in such areas. 


AN EXPERIMENT 


Let it be said at once that the erection 
of five factories of this kind, even though 
they be in an area in which normally an 
abundant crop of potatoes could be ex- 
pected, is in the nature of an experiment. 
All the indications go to show, however, 
that the experiment is one that will be 
crowned with success in time. And if it 
results, as is hoped, in the erection of 
further distilleries, which will give em- 
ploymept, agricultural and industrial, in 
the West and North-West, and so prevent 
the seasonable migration of our potato- 
picking youths and young women to Scot- 
land, where the recent bothy fire cost ten 
young Irish lives, it will have achieved 
in great part the aims of its progenitors. 

How far is the scheme’ designed to 
provide employment, an outlet for crops, 
and, ultimately, industrial and agri- 
cultural wealth ? 

Each new factory is capable of handling 
40 to 50 tons of potatoes every twenty- 
four hours. Potatoes, however, can only 
be worked for part of the year. Provided 
sufficient potatoes are available and that 
the factory works 200 days in the season, 
each factory could deal with about 10,000 
tons of potatoes per annum, or 50,000 in 
all. On this basis a million gallons of 
pure alcohol. would be produced. The 
actual factory personnel is small—not 
more than 35 to 40 men being employed 
in each of the five units—but the amount 
of employment given in the cultivation 


of fields and farms for an area of roughly 


ten miles around each factory is, 
naturally, considerable. 

The basic price which the factories offer 
to the farmers is 40s. per ton. This, when 
compared with, say, the present market 
prices of 90s. per ton for table potatoes 
in Dublin may, on the face of things, seem 
a low figure. Actually, however, there 
are many compensating factors. In the 
first place the factories buy the crop in 
bulk, so that there is no outlay on sorting 
into “ firsts,’’ “ seconds,  “ thirds,’’ etc. 
Dwarfed, stunted and outsize potatoes are 
taken with the best, and there is no un 
certainty \of waiting, perhaps, for months, 
for an uncertain price. Carriage to market, 
storage, and other “‘ overheads ' are also 
eliminated. The Dublin price of 90s. per 
ton means, as far as the farmer is con. 
cerned, 69s. to 70s. per ton, and this, of 
course, only for potatoes of the finest 
grade. i 


STARCH CONTENT 


It has been. noted that potatoes are nol 
workable all the year round. The basis of 
the production of alcohol is the starch 
contained in the tuber, and in April, May 

Early next month the master distiller 
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Fermenting Vats, in which sugar made from potato starch is mixed with 


at the Cooley, Co. Louth, factory—the 
first to be completed—will begin the manu- 
facture of malt. This will occupy a 
fortnight. Malt, as most Irish people 
know, is made from barley, which, in the 
new ‘alcohol factories, is stored in the 
highest portion of the building. 


MALTING 


As malt is needed quantities are con- 
veyed by gravity to steeping vessels, where 
air and water are passed through and 
through each consignment; next they are 
sent to the malting room, a long, narrow 
chamber equipped with twelve compart- 
ments (which at first sight look somewhat 
like dwarfed horseboxes) flanked by a 
passage way. The floor of each box is 
perforated with tiny holes, through which 
pass air to assist the process of germina- 
tion and growth. On the first day the 
malt is placed so as to cover the floor in 
the box or compartment next to the spot 
where it made its entry into the chamber. 
As each succeeding day passes it is moved 
to another box, until the last, or twelfth, 
is reached. A move a day ensures that 
the grain has been thoroughly turned over, 
and in its last box it is sprouting and 
ready for use in the making of alcohol. 
Crushers, mixers 4nd mincers now turn 
it into a. paste. 


In the meantime potatoes have been 
arriving at the factory in carts and lorries. 
Their gross weight is taken and they are 
poured into a large concrete bunker, in the 
floor of which are two s€nken channels. A 
stream of water flowing through these 
channels carries the potatoes with it to a 
revolving bucket wheel, which lifts them 


on to a chute whereby they are conveyed 
to a washing machine. This in turn auto- 
motically conveys them in their now 
cleansed state to a chain bucket elevator, 
which in turn send them to a weighing 
plant and thence to huge cone-shaped 
steaming vessels in which they are steamed 
at high pressure until the starch grains 
make their appearance. 

The potatoes are now in the form of 
thick soup, gallons and gallons of it, and 
this is discharge d into a mashing tub and 
allowed to cool off. When the requisite 
temperature is reached the malt paste is 
added, and immediately the starch turns 
to sugar. The mixture is now known as 
‘sweet mash,” and is pumped into one of 
nine fermenting tubs or ‘‘ wash-backs,’’ 


each capable of holding 6,600 gallons. 


DISTILLATION 


Here yeast, also made in the factory, is 
added, and the mixture is left to ferment 
for three days, During this process the 
sugar in the mixture turns into carbonic 
acid gas—-which is allowed (at present) to 
escape—and into alcohol, and fermentation 
is complete. It now remains to separate 
the alcohol from the fermented liquid 
called “‘ wash ” in which it is floating. 
This is done by distillation. 

The wash is. pumped slowly. to. the top 
of “a copper* column some eighteen fect 
high, which is heated by steam, and which 
contains .layers of trays inside. As the 
wash flows slowly from the top over a 
succession of trays to the bottom, the 
alcohol rises in vapour to a gopper coil, 
where it cools off and condenses into liquid. 
It is now ‘passed through another column, 
together with another liquid called an 
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yeast and changes into alcohol. 


entreiner, and all water and by-products 
extracted. It is now pure alcohol. As 
such, it passes through special coolers and 
an alcometer to storage tanks, and is ready 
for marketing. 

In the meantime the wash, now known 
as ““stillage,” has been collected and 
pumped to twin tanks outside the factory. 
This is a valuable animal food, specially 
suitable for cattle, pi;; and, indeed, all 
farm animals, and during the short season 
just passed, in which it was produced at 
Cooley, it was impossible to supply the 
demand for it among farmers in the 
district. 

The principal use to which Irish-made 
industrial alcohol will be put is that of 
blending with petrol. It is claimed that 
a motor fuel so. blended is in many re- 
spects of a higher quality than petrol 
alone; that, speaking in chemical terms, 
it has a higher octane number, -or, in 
plainer language, is an excellent “ anti- 
knock *’ fuel; that the explosive tempera- 
ture is lower, ahd the combustion more 
complete, so that plugs and cylinders 
remain clean for longer periods than with 
pure petrol. 


MANY USES 


As already indicated, there are, in addi- 
tion, many other uses to which industrial 
alcohol and its by-products may be 
applied. These include the manufacture 
of methylated spirit, now imported in con- 
siderable quantities, 
solvents, the preparation of perfumes and 
toilet requisites, such as eau-de-Cologne, 
lavender water, bay rum, mouth washes, 
and of varnishes, paints and lacquers.

Incidentally, the by- 
products include carbonic acid (at pre-

The process of distilling is, of course, 
a continu us one, and although the plant 
in the alcohol factories is more complicated 
than a simple distilling column, it is not 
difficult to run. True, the inside of the 
buildings contain a literal maze of pipe- 
lines, columns, tubes and conduits—all 
necessary to effect and control the cir- 
culation of liquids in various forms, but 
a few pressure guages and a few 
thermometers arranged side by side on a 
wall board, together with one or two

must watch, Everything else is automatic. 


IRONCLAD 


If the internal structure contains almost 
as much piping and tubes as a submarine, 
the outside of the buildings give the 
appearance of a battleship. ‘hey are, in 
fact, built very much on the same lines, 
with yAated metal extensions, and are 
long and ‘narrow, with “ decks ” fore and 
aft. Since nothing like them has ever 
been constructed in this country in the 
past, and since the process of alcohol dis- 
tillation is based on continental practice 
and experience, the supply and installation 
of machinery. and plant was placed with 
Messrs. The Skoda Works, Ltd. of 
Prague, Czechoslovakia.

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POTATO GROWING FOR ALCOHOL PRODUCTION 
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SUITABLE TYPES FOR DISTILLING 


ARMERS who decide to grow for the 

factories and who wish to get the 
best prices for their crop are advised that 
the distillers in each of. the five units 
require potatoes that will have the highest 
possible percentage of starch. For the 
purposes of payment 16 per cent. of starch 
content is necessary to obtain the price 
of 40s. per ton which the factories offer. 
To this is added 1s. 8d. for every 1 per 
cent. over 16, so that a farmer whose yield 
produces 20 per cent. starch content will 
receive 46s. 6d. per ton, plus a bonus in 
certain months. On the Continent varieties 
yielding well over 20 per cent. of starch 
are specially grown for alcohol production. 

In Ireland, until recent years at least, 

tatoes have been grown more or less 
aphazardly ; but, as a general rule, ‘the 
potatoes which we regard as best for eat- 
ing are also those which contain the 
highest percentage of starch, In France 


the type of potato liked best for table use 


is a ‘soapy ” one—the exact opposite to 
our criterion. 

Potatoes, such as Old Champion and 
Golden Wonder give from 17 to 20 per 
cent. of starch in this country. Kerr's 
Pink, Arran Consul and Arran Banner 
follow next with lower percentages, and 
Arran Cairn and Arran Pilot are lower

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on the scale. It is quite possible that a 
particular variety, such, say, as Arran 
Banner, with a good starch percentage 
and excellent yield, would give a better 
return to the farmer than, say, Champion, 
with a poor yield and an excellent starch 
percentage, 

This is a matter for each particular 
farmer, and it is difficult to make a gene- 
ral pronouncement as to what potato 1s 
the best potato from the farmers point 
of view. Obviously, the smaller the bulk 
or weight in which the maximum amount 
of starch is contained will be the most 
economical from the point of view of 
cartage to the factory. Starch percen- 
tage in each variety is hereditary, and the 
genetic constitution of the potato will not 
greatly alter as the result of change of 
environment, or as tho result of applica- 
tion of outside factors to induce growth, 
size, etc. 

In other words, a variety like Champion 
will always give a higher percentage of 
starch than, say, Arran Banner, pro- 
vided the other factors are standardised 
and equal, 

It is, however, possible to vary the per- 
centage of starch a little. Factors which 
cause such variation are .— 


Climate—The more rain the lower the 


percentage of starch. Potatoes grown in 
the East of England generally have a 
higher percentage of starch than the same 
variety grown in the west of that country. 

Sojl—Boggy soils give low starch 
potatoes. Heavy clays give poor quality 
ones also, while lighter or medium soils 
give the best results as regards starch 
content. 

Manures—Seaweed gives soapy, watery 
potatoes of poor quality. This bad effect 
can be counteracted somewhat by adding 
in more muriate or sulphate of potash at 
the time of planting. Potash should also 
be used to counteract the ill-effect (as far 
as starch production is concerned) of 
excess nitrogen or heavy top dressings of 
nitrogenous manures. 

Reduction of starch is not due to lack 
of potash altogether, because seaweed has 
a very high percentage of potash; rather 
is it due to excess of sodium and 
magnesium salts in seaweed, Nitrate of 
soda is not as good for quality as sulphate 
of ammonia, as the former also gives a 
soapy potato. 

As between the potash manure, sulphate 
gives a slightly better starch percentage 
than muriate, and both of these give 
better results than the lower grade salts

This was 
supposed to be in memory of a miracle 
performed by St. Patrick with the aid 
of St. Michael. 


Che Michaelmas Goose 


Michaelmas Day was observed with 
much more ceremony formerly than at 
present. Another of the most popular 
things connected with the 29th of Sep- 
tember was the widely prevalent custom 
of having a roast goose at dinner. Queen 
Elizabeth is said to have been enjoying 
her Michaelmas goose when she received 
the welcome tidings of the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada. 

The custom is held to have originated 
in the practice among the rural tenantry 
of presenting their landlord with a fat 
goose at Michaelmas when paying their 
rents, with a view to making him lenient. 
The selection of a goose for a present was 
determined by the fact that the bird at 
this season was in its highest state of 
perfection owing to the benefit derived 
from the stubble feeding. 

It is supposed that the landlords 
received so many presents of this kind 
that they were able to spare several for 
their friends, and so the custom of eating 
a goose at Michaelmas became general. 
Indeed, it became a sort of superstition 
that to have roast goose at Michaelmas 
ensured luck and prosperity for the 
ensuing year.

a line from Homer or a stanza from 
Byron that will occur to an I[rishman 
when he first catches sight of Greece from 
the sea, but the refrain of a ballad by a 
Dublin man—‘‘ Where the Mountains of 
Mourne Roll Down to the Sea.” If. you have 


waken you early you will first see beyond 
the islands a blue edge of mountains against 
the rising sun very like the Mournes on a 
clear day from Howth. Approaching them 
you will find them more rugged and barren 
than the seaward Down mountains, but the 
blueness will remain. And this unforgettable 
first glimpse of. Greece is something more 
than an esthetic experience. The resem- 
blance to Ireland is only the first of many. 
And, more important still, in this frame- 
work of mountain and sea is built the whole 
story of Greece. Mountain and sea have 
dominated the history as well as the geo- 
graphy, of Greece for three thousand years. 

The prudent traveller wili approach Greece 
this way, and not by the dreary railway 
journey through Salonika and down the east 
coast Greek trains are best sampled in 
small quantities. The only danger in tho 
route that goes by Paris, Dijon, Lausanne, 
Milan, Venice.

For the next hour or 
so on board most eyes will be straining to 
catch the first sight of the Acropolis, the 
citadel of Athens, the symbol of the finest 
flower of the Hellenic gemius. 


A Persian Europe?

Proud Names 


Here it is time to ston misnaming a well- 
named country. Greece is a name unknown 
in Greece. Hellas has been the name of the 
country for nearly three millennia. The 
name Greece is the result, of a Roman mis- 
understanding, and it is am ugly name, and 
liable to intolerable puns. Hellas and the 
Hellenes are proud names. And, talking of 
names, the man with a classical education 
who insists on pronouncing places in the old 
classical way is rather worse off than the 
complete ignoramus. The course of time has 
altered the Greek language less than any 
other language in Europe (and none has so 
long a history), but it has changed it enough 
to make pronounciation very treacherous fui 
the student of the ancient Greek. But the 
language is a problem for the Greeks them- 
selves, too. You will hear among Hellenes 
as. much arguments about the merits of this 
dialect and that as you hear talk about the 
Gaelic question in the Free State.

discussing language problems. A keen glance 
back towards the west will see the last of 
Ulysses’ long desired island—lIthaca, 
where Penelope kept the suitors’ in 
suspense for twenty years. Then 
soon, as always is happening in Hellas, one’s 
mind must leap three thousand years to re- 
member Byron at Missolonghi, on the low- 
lying ground close to where the heroes (back 
again to myth) hunted the Calydonian boar. 
Byron becomes another of the /eit-motif/s of 
a journey here. Public buildings, monuments 
and street names call him to mind in the 
cities, and in lovely country cottages one finds 
hanging in the best room a romantic picture 
of him, and underneath: Byron, King of the 
Hellenes. The English are lucky that Byron 
went on that mad-glorious crusade. In his 
name an Englishman (which term, needless 
to say, covers Irish, Scotch and Welsh as 
well) is always popular.. Had it not been for 
Byron, perhaps, horrid thought, another 
““ Lordos” would have been the sample— 
Elgin, the plunderer of the Acropolis ! 


The Corinthian Canal 


Soon after Mesolonghi (Greek place names 
are as variously spelt as Irish ones) tne 
Corinthian Gulf, the miniature Mediterra- 
nean of Hellas, begins to narrow and the 
mountains come close to the shores. The 
sooner Patras is passed to the south the 
better, for it is a type of all that is visually, 
olfactorily, and tactually unpleasant in the 
smaller Levantine ports. It should be 
avoided at all costs, save missing a boat. 

In an hour or so some of the immortal 
names of Hellas became realised. Parnassus, 
towering up in the north above Delphi, with

Corinth, once famous for tyrants, pottery, 
courtesans, and bugs, now prosperous on cur- 
rants, whose name are a corruption df the 
hg Above Old Corinth, which is some 
miles away from New Corinth on the sea, 
stands the Acrocorinthus, that almost im- 
regnable citadel whence, some say, you can 
ve the finest view in Hellas. |.

Nero actually began the undertaking. Traces 
still remain of his work. But not until 1893 
was the Isthmus successfully bisected b 
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hilated by the far smaller squadrons of the 
Hellenes. If Xerxes had won, Hellas might 
have become a Persian satrapy, and after 
Hellas, Italy, and so westwards {ill all Europe 
was ruled from Susa. Salamis saved Eastern 
Europe from Oriental domination for two 
thousand years. Yet (as a Greek himself said 
to me in front of some exquisite Persian de- 
signs in a museum in Athens) would a 
Persian Europe have been so unendurable’ 
The Persians were of our own family of races, 
und were later to prove their high talents for 
art and culture. Even the Turks, Greeks will 
admit, could show themselves to be a people 
of delicacy and taste—Turkish coffee, Turkish 
l‘elight, Turkish carpets and architecture have 
all left their influence on modern Hellas. . 
Meanwhile, Salamis, and the cave on it where 
Euripides sat by the sea and wrote his plays, 
slip away behind, and Athens is almost in 
sight. 

Most of those who visit Athens for pleasure 
think that they are about to explore a city 
of immortal ghosts. The unforgettable in 
lluences of great Athenians of the pre 
Christian era, from Theseus to Epicurus, will 
be felt everywhere. The superb ruins ol 
Athens’ ancient greatness will domimate the 
life of the city, and the inhabitants will wea 
that self-conscious and rather tired look that 
marks men bowed down under the weight ol 
a remotely glorious past. Every Athenian 
who is not an antiquarian will be a hotel 
keeper or a tourist tout. So many think as 
they drive towards the shadow of the Acro 
polis from the Peiraeus, Athens’ teeming port 
that Pericles built, 


The Forgetful Greek 


Luckily for the modern Kingdom of the 
Hellenes, this conception is as little true to 
the facts as the myth of the stage lrishman. 
Hirst one is slightly seandalised, and then 
secretly impressed, by the complete disregard, 
even contempt, that the average Greek has 
fur the ruined glories of his past—except, ol 
course, for tourist purposes. It is true that 
the usual superficial cant about local 
show-places and geniuses is solemnly 
produced on formal occasions. But in 
general the average Athenian is too 
busy thinking about contemporary affairs, 
political, economic, literary, social, to worry 
about what is the equivalent of Brehon Laws 
and Middle Irish poetry to them. Further- 
more, it is unusual for this contemporary 
spirit not to infect the sensitive visitor as 
well. After a week or so of the museums, 
temples, and ancient sites, which he thought 
wére the only reason for visiting Athens at 
all, if he is susceptible to that undefinable 
influence which makes one city have a 
different personality from another, te will 
find his interest in things dead beginning to 
wane and his curiosity about contemporary 
matters growing rapidly. The problems of 
the Greek Orthodox Church become more 
enthralling than Olympian Theology, the 
Katharevousa v. Demolike question more 
vital than the Attic Dialect, the d‘ctator 
Metaxas more contingent than the tyrant 
Peisistratus. 

One of the main reasons for this weak- 
minded betrayal of the Spirit of the Classics 
is the fact that by means of a good library 
and some photographs we can learn almost as 
much about the old Athenian theatres, the 
Theseum, and the rest of the official guide- 
book list, as we can on the soil of Athens. 
But news of contemporary Hellas is sparse 
and untrustworthy. , human nature being 
what it is, we prefer the unknown to. the 
known, the personal and immediate to the 
antiquarian and remote. Soon you will find 
yourself more often drinking coffee at the 
Zappenm, or listening to arguments over the 
retsina in a murky taverna, than gazing with 
rather disappointed rapture at a mutilated kore 
on the Acropolis or a chipped vase in the 
National Museum For a professional student 
of the classics this is, no doubt, reprehensible, 
taking the narrower view; for the dilettante 
visitor to Athens it is the most sensible thing 
he can do You can hardl. avoid seeing the 
stock antiquities of Athens (and, of course, 
th+y are worth seeing). But you may very 
easily miss all the fascinating aspects of con- 
teynporary Athenian life and come away with- 
out suspecting their vital interest for a citizen 
of the world.

Oxford Women Liberals’ Guild yesterday, 
accused the Government of being largely re- 
snonsible for what he described as the present 
dreadful international] situation. 

In China men and women and children 
were. being mowed down and blown up by 
military aeroplanes, and poor fishermen in 
pursuit of their normal occupation were sunk 
and left to drown. 

“ We in this country don’t have to witness 
these atrocities, but that is no reason why we 
should sit by complacently and do nothing. 
“There is no doubt that in the past Great 
Britain exercised a great influence on the 
peace of the world, but that influence has 
heen completely thrown away by the National 
Government. 

“TI don’t say that Liberal statesmen are 
immaculate, or that they could have created 
a state of perfect harmony in the world, but 
as honourable men they would have taken 
measures to make the present state of things 
impossible.”’ 
Lord Meston said that the Government 
when faced by a problem of any importance 
fell to pieces. In spite of repeated promises, 
they had done nothing to bring about reforms 
in the system of Parliamentary representa- 
tion, the House of Lords, or the extension of 
secondary school education. 

If free trade had continued the world would 
not be suffering from half its present troubles. 
The increasing growth of tariff barriers had 
stimulated much of the hate and suspicion in 
the world to-day, and the time would come 
when there would be another and greater 
depression—-a terrible slump the like of which 
we had not known since the war.

Members of the committee deci led—with 
one dissentient—to agree to exchange the 
statue for a sum of money, 

The statue, which has lain on the tennis 
court in the back garden of the Mansion 
House, Dublin, since 1928, was first erected 
on Essex (now Grattan) Bridge in 1722, to 
commemorate the visit to lreland of George I. 
When the bridge was being reconstructed in 
1753 it was removed, and subsequently taken 
to the Mansion House, where it was re-erected 
in the front garden, 


“GOING CHEAP” 


During the régime of the City Com- 
missioners, when new public assembly rooms 
were being built to the Mansion House, the 
statue was again removed, and this time 
dumped in the back garden. 

Under the heading ‘‘Going Cheap,” the 
Irish Times of March 20, 1928, mentions that 
the statue “is now in the back garden 
awaiting disposal to the highest bidder. It 
is stated that a dealer has offered £60 for the 
whole’ lot— man, horse and pedestal—in the 
construction of which £600 worth of bronze 
was used,”’ 

Apparently the dealer’s offer was not 
aceepted for since then the statue has Jain 
on the tennis court’ exposed to the elements. 


FATE OF TWO OTHERS 


This statue is but one of three of English 
Kings which has had a chequered career 
in Dublin The equestrian statue of William 
III., which stood in College Green, was blown 
up on the night of November 11 some years 
ago. The plinth was badly shattered, and 
the statue was removed to the Corporation 


yards, Stanhope street, where a further 
assault was made upon it, and the head 
sawed off. ‘Two years ago the Belfast 


Corporation offered to ‘purchase this statue 
of “ King Billy,” but the Corporation of 
Dublin were unable to accede to the request 
because the head was missing. 

A third equestrian statue—that of King 
George II. and the most artistic of them all— 
was dethroned by a land mine last year, 
and the remains of the plinth still he in 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin.

£100,000 A YEAR 


A resolution, “that the time is now oppor- 
tune for a large and comprehensive scheme of 
MEN for meat to be put into operation, 
was passed yesterday by the Conference of the 
National 1 ederation of Meat Traders’ Associa- 
tions at Buxton. 

Mr. C. A. Coggan, the President, said that 
a scheme to spend £100,000 a year on adver- 
tising would scarcely be felt by the retail 
trader, whose share of the cost would not ex- 
ceed 10d, per £100 worth of meat that passed 
through his shop. 

Another resolution which was passed in- 
structed the Executive to ascertain from the 
national organisations representing the food 
distrivutive trades their views as to the desira- 
biltty of a compulsory half-day closing on 
Saturdays. 

The mover, Mr. W, T. Baker (Birmingham), 
declared that the Government was waiting 
for a lead from the large trades on the 
question. It was not fair that assistants in 
butchers’ shops should not have the same 
opportunity for games on a Saturday after- 
noon as those who worked in factories. 

[t, was also decided to request the Executive 
to discuss with the appropriate Government 
department the question of a guaranteed price 
to the. retailer. 

Mr. ©. Royle (Manchester) declared that 
the Government’s agricultural policy was the 
cause of increase in prices in the meat trade.

Arabian Ambitions 


The English Cassandra, Mr. Hilaire 
Belloc. has prophesied in two books a 
fresh uprise of Arab’ power, His fore- 
bodings are supported by four portentous 
facts which have attracted more attention 
on the Continent than in these islands. 
These are: the recent pact of Saad-Abad, 
the nomination of Iran for a place on 
the Council of-the League of Nations, the 
Egyptian delegate’s championship of the 
Palestinian Arabs at the League, and a 
pan-Arabic congress which “as held in 
Libau a month ago. Although these 
events are obscure, if not insignificant, to 
most people in these countries, they weigh 
so heavily with observers in high places 
that the Journal de Généve is constrained 
to compare them in _ importance with 
current events in Spain and the Far 
East. Here is “a peril for Europe,’ 
the Journal remarks, “if the old-time 
fanaticism of Islam should revive together 
with that Arabic patriotism of which 
these things are signs”; while the 
Osservatore Romano calls for ‘‘ vigilant 
attention.” The pact of Saad-Abad, 
which is the first of the four phenomena, 
is an agreement between Turkey, Iran, 
Iraq and Afghanistan—nations which 
have been in conffict in the past, but now 
have pledged themselves to co-operate in 
their external activity. As first fruit. of 
this alliance a long-standing mutual 
quarrel over frontiers has been settled. 
The four allies secured Iran’s election to 
the Council at Geneva, where, hence- 
forward, they may act as a bloc; but 
Turkey’s loss of a seat was a set-back to 
their influence. Egypt’s interest in the 
Arab cause in Palestine draws the most 
considerable of the Moslem peoples into 
contact with the Arab revival. ‘‘ The 
Government and people of Egypt,’’ said 
the delegate from Cairo, ‘‘are concerned 
in the Palestinian question by reason of 
the vicinity of the two lands, and no less 
because of those historical and religious 
bonds between Egypt and the. Holy 
Places; a brotherhood between Egypt and 
Palestine rises from | 
language, of religion, and of culture.” 
In Libau the pan-Arabic congress was not 
concerned with high politics, but it 
brought together’ dejegates from all the 
Arab territories, and these declared their 
united hostility to Zionism. Agitation 
received a stimulus which will send it to 
the ends of the Arab world. Three grand 
centres of Islamic revival may be observed. 
Firstly, there is the new league of four 
peoples which unites Turkey with its 
former subjects and with Afghanistan, so 
that from Asia Minor, through Iraq to 
the Indian frontier, there now runs a 
political bond. Secondly, there is Arabia 
itself, which is growing in -unity and 
power under the grim Ibn Saud, Thirdly. 
there is Egypt, now a Sovereign State 
penetrated by a youthful nationalism. 
Palestine stands at the centre of this 
triangle of rising Islamic strength. Many 
shrewd judges fear that the quarrel 
between Jews and Arabs may serve as a 
cause for a formal alliance between the 
three forces—an advance frem local unity 
to pan-Islamic union. Who can foresee 
the end of these tendencies? 


Out of Depression 


During the past two years the shadow 
of industrial depression has been slowly 
rising from the great manufacturing 
countries of the world, and what appears 
to be a new era of prosperity has been 
entered. Although it is yet too soon to 
discern the direction of the present boom, 
there are many acute judges who believe 
that it contains within itself the seeds of 
its own destruction. The compilers of the 
League of Nations ‘‘World Economic 
Survey ” are evidently of two minds about 
the present condition of world economy 
as they ask: “ Is the period of economic 
recovery coming to an énd? Or is a new 
period of prosperity in prospect?’ The 
answer to both these questions must be 
discovered in politics and psychology, 
rather than in economics. Whatever be 
the ultimate answer, it is now clear that 
manufacturing industries everywhere have 
been emerging rapidly from a period of 
depression into one of welcome affluence. 
Such a revival of manufacturing industry 
was essential before the production costs 
in the countries producing raw materials 
could become stabilised and remunera- 
tive. In most oí the countries producing 
raw materials there had been drastic re- 
organisation, imposed by world conditions 
or by government action, and any 
upward tendency in demand and prices 
had an immediate, beneficial effect upon 
State finances and national purchasing 
power. Last year production and employ- 
ment had recovered so greatly in Great 
Britain and the United States that the 
markets for raw materials. were affected by 
increasing demands rather than by 
surplus supplies and redundant stocks. 
The index number of world industria! 
production rose last: year by 16 per cent. 
above the figure for 1935 and by more 
than 10 per cent. over the figure for 1929. 
Among the industrial countries Sweden and 
Great Britain record the greatest advance 
in relation to the average in 1929, Sweden 
showing an advance of 29 per cent. and 
Great Britain an advance of 16 per cent. 
on the 1929 figures. The United States

index figure is still only 88 per cent. of 
the 1929 basis. An interesting feature of 
the present boom is that the iron and steel 
and the engineering industries have im- 
proved at.a relatively greater speed than 
ordinary consumers’ goods, thus indi- 
cating the extent to which recovery every- 
where is dependent upon re-armament.

. By. all accounts, Endeavour I. is. safe 
and. sound after her unpremeditated.lone 
voyage across the Atlantic. Captain 
Heard reports no lack of supplies and no 
casualties, after a trip which ought to have 
tested the vessel’s resources—human and 
material—to the limit. His success adds 
a new interest to the regulations under 
which the America’s Cup is sailed—the 
regulations which appeared to the ordinary 
public to lay an impossibly heavy handicap 
upon the shoulders of the challenger. By 
the rules of the contest it is necessary for 
the challenger to sail his boat across the 
Atlantic on her own bottom. He is not 
compelled to cross under his own sail ; the 
vessel may be towed, but she may not be 
transported in another’ ship. At first 
sight there dues seem to be a large 
measure of discrimination in favour of the 
holder ; but, in point of fact, the Atlantic 
crossing is not such a burden after all. 
The present-day J-Class yacht is: fully 
seaworthy—and a great part of that sea- 
worthiness is due to the rules of the 
America’s Cup. A number of years ago 
British designers, in despair at the 
inevitability of their defeat, began to 
experiment with boats that were, in the 
nautical expression, mere ‘‘ swimming 
dishes.” Their planks were almost paper- 
thin, and they carried the old bulb keel 
which, while it increased the vessel’s 
speed, was a highly perilous companion in 
bad weather. But for the rule of entry 
which we have mentioned, it is certain 
that in the course of time Britain would 
have been sending over by liner to News 
port—conceivably in numbered sections— 
yachts which would have been far less 
yachts than complex racing machines. 
The United States would have been com 
pelled to follow suit, and the grotesque 
spectacle would have been seen of the 
America’s Cup contestants waiting days 
for a sufficiently zephyr-like breath of air 
and a sufficiently glass-like sea upon which 
they might venture their delicate hulls. 
Captain Heard has shown that his charge 
can ride out a storm as well as race, and 
that, although the America’s Cup may be 
the exclusive sport. of millionaires, a stout 
ship and a seaman’s strong arm still play 
their age-old part.

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day on current tendencies in 
Russia, says:—The horrible routine of 
trials and killings has become so normal 
a feature of the daily news that it is easy 
to forget or to overlook the extent to 
which, in the course of a year, the image 
of” Russia’ in men’s minds has changed. 
A year ago it sééméd that post-revolu. 
tionary Russia had turned’ the corner. 
Chaos and want had been vanquished, or 
at least were fighting the last stages of a 
rearguard action. With the return ol 
prosperity and self-confidence 
loomed very large, indeed. Her natural 
wealth, her economic self-sufficiency, her 
tremendous military machine, based «n 
inexhaustible reserves of. man power— 
these and other factors unequivocally en 
hanced her standing as a neighbour, both 
in Europe and in Asia. Two ruthless 
decades of Bolshevist rule had, it seemed, 
produced a colossus: which was the more 
formidable for being partly an enigma. 
But who to-day grants Russia the stand 
ing which she then seemed to be about 
to claim with success? Does she still bear 
the aspect of a brave young régime just 
getting into its stride, or is the stride 
becoming a little uusteady? The lives ef 
prominent servants of State are cheaper 
than they were in the darkest days ol 
Rome’s decline, and the charges brought 
against them imply—whether they are 
true or false—a fundamental unsoundness 
in the Administratjon. 

Yet it would a mistake to assume 
that Russia, and gyen the present régime 
in Russia, ‘Sle of surviving this 
interlude of terrorism. M. Stalin may 
get over his bad dreams before they come 
true, and his Government are still capable, 
as the prelude to Nyon showed, of making 
international .mischief on an impressive 
scale. Dictatorships need enemies for 
internal consumption. The Kulaks, whe 
once served much the same purpose as the 
Jews have served in Germany, have all 
been starved or shot or exiled. The 
villainies of the Trotskyists ring with 
wearisome redundance in the ears of the 
Russian public. The brush with Italv 
made an agreeable change on the front 

ages of the Soviet Press, and may well 
Ba been conceived as a stroke as much 
of internal as of external policy. 

Another and a more dangerous field in 
which, among other important considera- 
tions, the need for distracting and rally- . 
ing the public might tempt Russia to 
adventure is the Far East. Here she is 
likely to hold her hand, for the time being 
at any rate. She needs peace, and no 
longer feels herself immediately threatened 
by a preoccupied and ultimately weakened 
Japan.. But she cannot remain wholly 
indifferent to the strategic implications of 
Japan’s operations on the flank of Outer 
Mongolia, and there is always the possi- 
bility, with the Kremlin in its present 
incalculable mood and with Japan 
floundering ever deeper into China, that 
M. Stalin might see in war the tonic 
which his surviving subjects badly need.

‘The resolution 
adopted. b;. the Far, Eastern Advisory 
Committee declares that there is no excuse 
for «ich acis, which have aroused horror 
and ind’ sation throughout the world, 
but apparently it is unable to suggest any 
remedy to alleviate the plight of the un- 
fortunate Chinese sufferers. 

There was a further raid on Nanking 
to-day, and these raids seem li'ely to 
continue unt.. the whole capital of China 
has been razed to the ground. That 
Japan is unable to defend her action is 
shown by th. fact that she is taking refuge 
fin attack, and the Japanese lress is 
giving prominence to Italian reports of 
British . bombing in Tanganyika, 
alleging that the British authorities are 
carrying out largescale bombing and 
massacring non-resisting negroes. An 
emphatic denial of these reports was given 
here to-day and it was stated in the most 
definite terms that there has been no boimb- 
ing of natives in Tanganyika since the 
British, flag flew over the territory. A 
few days ago there was a little trouble 
among a comparatively small section of 
the population in consequence of the re- 
adjustment of coffee prices. This matter 
was dealt with entirely. by the native 
police, and the few arrests it was necessary 
to make were ““-ried out by the local 
native authorities. On this occasion two 
non bombing ‘planes were used purely for 
reconnaissance purposes. 


Austria’s Place on the Axis 


There is much speculation in Europe as 
to whether the question of Austrias in- 
dependence has been. discussed during 
Signor Mussolini’s visit to Herr Hitler. 
Austria occupies a peculiar position in 
the Rome-Berlin axis, and it is regard 
as possible that Ltaly’s interests in Spain, 
Abyssinia and the Mediterranean. may 
lead to a change of policy in Central 
Europe. In this event a bargain may ta 
struck whereby Italiam -imststence upon 
Austrian independence may be modified to 
a cousiderable extent. German and 
Italian interests in some parts of the 
world may ran on parallel lines, but 
with regard to Austria they remain 
divergent, and this is a big. obstacle to a 
complete alliance between the two 
countries. 


Ancient Bridges 


The Minister of Transport. (Mr. Leslie 
Burgin) is about:to undertake a tour of 
inspection of roads and bridges in course 
of construction throughout Great Britain, 
and in the course of his journeys he will 
take the opportunity of examining some ol 
the ancient bridges threatened with 
destruction. Not very long ago the danger 
to the ancient bridges was so pronounced 
that the Ancient Monuments Board 
scheduled some two hundred and fifty for 
preservation, and many of these are now 
definitely protected, but others are 
endangered ‘by urgent road-widening 
plans. In the course of a survey of some 
five thousand old bridges the surveyor of 
the Board travelled more than fifteen 
thousand miles and took photographs. of 
each, ‘a record which has: proved’ to be of 
the greatest value in assessing the age 
and condition of the structures when their 
fate has been considered. 


The Dean of Westminster 


Dr. W. Foxley Norris, the Dean of 
Westminster, who died at the Deanery to- 
day, two days after the opening of his 
beloved Abbey, will be buried in the build- 
ing, as it is a tradition for the Deans to 
have their last. resting-place there. The 
Dean became ill immediately after the 
Coronation, during which he performed a 
great number of public duties, while he 
organised much of the ceremonial and the 
arrangements in connection with the 
building.

s¢ | T may be that we are entering

most urgent and important problem.

DEADLOCK ON SPAIN 


The discussions on the Spanish 
conflict by the League Sixth Com 
mittee last night ended in complete 
deadlock. 

The Committee were consider 


ing the formula of a resolution 
which was submitted by Mr. 


Walter Elliot, which had the sup. 
port of M. Delbos. This included 
the continuation of non-interven- 
tion and the withdrawal from 
Spain of foreign volunteers. 

The Spanish delegate, Senor Del

ment must insist upon a resolu 
tion embodying recognition of. 
Italian aggression and the opening 
of the frontier to the arms traffic 
for the Spanish Government. 

The meeting adjourned until to- 
day to enable Senor Del Vayo to 
consult his Government.

seems little prospect of a mutually 
acceptable resolution being 
reached.

tion a wider aspect—that of Europe,” said 
Mr. Elliot. “ Why, in fact, was the non 
intervention agreement initiated by the 
Government of France? Why was it 
warmly welcomed by H.M. Government 
in the United Kingdom, and later by other 
Governments ? i 

“ Because the urgent and essential 
task was to prevent the Spanish con 
flict from overflowing the borders of 
Spain, and engulfing the whole of 


Europe. That was the essential 
problem of the non-intervention agree- 
ment. 


“ Everyone knows that there have been 
wide breaches of the non-intervention 
agreement on both sides. 

“ While H.M. Government will regret 
the breaches of the agreement which have 
occurred, they feel bound to point out that 
one great object for which the agreement 
was created has been achieved. 

‘War has not spread beyond the 
frontiers of Spain. The great disaster of 
a local war has not become an even greater 
disaster of a general war. 

‘‘That is a matter, the importance of 
which must not be under-estimated, and 
it can, 1 believe, be mainly put down to 
the existence of the non-intervention agree: 


ment. 


GRAVITY OF SITUATION 


“ The Spanish Government has vouched 
that whatever may have been the value of 
the policy of non-intervention in the past 
it has ceased any longer to have any 
reality. Let us frankly recognise the 
gravity of the situation. With every day 
that passea without the breaches of the 
agreement being brought to an end the 
agreement, with all its ‘advantages, 
becomes more difficult to maintain. 
“Should the breaches be intensified from 
any quarter the policy might be doomed. 
But I cannot believe that it will be the 
view of my colleagues on the Committee 
that the value of non-intervention to 
Europe and the world, and not only to 
Spain, is past. 
“ What is the alternative? As Mr. 
Eden declared in the primary session, ‘ if 
the policy of non intervention is abandoned 
Europe will be swept into deeper and more 
dangerous waters.’ 

‘Let us, moreover, wot assume that the 
situation. which we have seen during the

ATLANTIC CROSSED 
IN A NIGHT

BOTWOOD TO FOYNES 
IN 103 HOURS 


[MPERIAL AIRWAYS’ Guinn buail 


Cambria yesterday completed the 
fastest Atlantic crossing ever re- 
corded. She landed at Foynes at 
8.14 a.m, yesterday, ten hours and 
33 minutes after she had left Bot: 
wood, Newfoundland. 

Her previous fastest time was 11 hours 
97 minutes on August 9th. The Caledonia, 
her sister flying boat, however, did the 
crossing in 11 hours 33 minutes on August 


21st last. 
RAINSTORMS 


The Cambria now holds the distinction 
of having the best times for crossing the 
Atlantic in both directions. On August 
27, on her flight from Foynes to Botwood, 
she took 14 hours 24 minutes, or 45 minutes 
less than the best time established by the 
Caledonia. 

The weather was mainly fair, but several 
rainstorms, which greatly reduced visi 
bility, were encountered. Temperatures 
were never lower than 26 degrees. 
Cambria’s commander, Captain G. J. 
Powell, flew at approximately 5,000 feet 


| 


Íor the first two or three hours, and the 
flying boat then made a gradual climb to 
10,000. 

The wireless organisation once again 
functioned without a hitch, and during the 
night the Cambria’s commander was able 
to check his position with shipping along 
his route. 


CAPTAIN AND CREW 


This flight marks the conclusion of 
Cambria’s second round survey of the 
North Atlantic. The ages of Cambria’s 
crew average less than thirty years. Their 
commander, Captain Powell, is only thirty, 
and was the first British pilot to receive 
his master pilot’s licence for both land 
and marine aircraft. He also holds a 
first-class navigator’s certificate. 

A native of Cardiff, Captain Powell 
joined Imperial Airways in. September, 
1930, after service in the R.A.F., and 
until April this year was stationed in 
Cairo and Alexandria, where he flew 
Imperial Airways’ land ’planes and flying 
boats on sections of the Empire route to 
India and Africa. He is a married man, 
and has flown approximately 8,000 hours. 
hours. 

This flight is the fastest Newfoundland 
Ireland flight ever made by any aircraft. 


FAVOURABLE WINDS 


Mr. James Mollison established a record 
in October last year in the flight from 
Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, to Croy- 
don, when he took 13 hours 17 minutes to 
complete the 2,300 miles. On May 20, 
1932, Miss Amelia Earhart flew from 
Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, to London- 
derry, covering the 2,000 miles in 13} 
hours. 

Cambria flew on a great circle course, 
and averaged approximately 190 m.p.h. 
for the 2,000 miles journey. She flew most 
of the way at 10,000 feet, where, in accord- 
ance with weather forecasts, the more 
favourable winds were encountered.

HE Fleetwood trawler, Marsona, 
yesterday landed at Fleetwood John 
Sang (22), son of Mr. and Mrs. John A. 
Sang, of Stranmillis Gardens, Belfast, who 
was rescued from a twelve-foot collapsible 
canvas canoe, which was seen drifting 
helplessly in the North Channel. 

The trawler was on her way to the West 
Scottish fishing grounds when Sang was 
seen and picked up along with his canoe. 

In an interview Sang said that he had 
been on holiday at Portmuck; Island 
Magee, County Antrim, and left the shore 
in his canoe to go fishing. 

“ IT paddled out, but after about an hour 

I discovered that the tide had taken 
possession of the canoe,” he said. “I 
made strenuous efforts to return to the 
shore, but gradually I was carried out to 
sea.

HE persistence of the war 

psychology of 1919 is the exuse 

of the prevalent distrust in Europe 

to-day. according to General Hertzog, 
the South African Prime Minister. 

Addressing a big political meeting 

at the City Hall here, to initiate the 


Government’s campaign for next 
year’s election, General Hertzog 
strongly denounced the Treaty of 


Versailles. He traced to this Treaty 
the source of the present international 
distrust, and the consequent arma 
ments race. 

_ The war psychology of 1919, he asserted, 
is so strong that in nearly every event 
of international importance in which 
victor confronts vanquished there is proof 
of its presence. 


A DELUSION 
“AC victor of 1919,” declared General 


Hertzog, cannot rid himself of the 
delusion that the victory of 1919 gives 
him a kind of sacred right in 1937—and 
in the future—to demand obedient sub 
mission from the vanquished to the turms 
vf the Treaty, of which European peoples 
are never reminded without experiencing 
feelings of repugnance and disgust. 
“The natural result is that the van- 
quished persists in the same inexorable 
resistance and stubborn opposition vith 
which he was inspired in 1919 when the 
[rcaty of Versailles was forced on him. 
‘It is quite clear that unless there 
is a fundamental change in this 
mentality of Kuropean leaders the 
next European war will be the child 
of the Treaty of Versailles,” 
General Hertzog asked if America, and 
vther Powers outside of Europe, could be 
blamed if they took no part in European 


es 


affairs. The Versailles psychology, he con- 
tinued, also affected the League of 
Nations, on which it had _ disastrous 
results. The Abyssinian affair was an 


example, he said. 


ABYSSINIA 


Certain members of the League refused 
to assist Abyssinia in accordance with 
League obligations, because they declined 
to endanger their interests under the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

The League was, consequently, forced 
to neglect its duty, and the League s pro- 
tection guarantee, which was of the utmost 
importance to small States, was now 
extinct. 

It is, the Prime Minister continued, 
of more importance to Powers that the 


spirit of war, with the spirit of gain, | 


as contained in the Treaty of Versailles, 
should be secured than that the idea of 
peace towards which the League was 
striving, should be attained. 

Europe was faced with the pre-1914 
road of alliances, with a tendency 
towards war. : 

General Hertzog denounced collective 
security as an attempt to obtain peace by 
force, or threats of force, whereas the 
League aims at security through peace. 


SUPPORT FOR LEAGUE 


Notwithstanding the events of 1936 
General Hertzog said that he felt the 
interests of South Africa demanded that 
she should support the League. 

“ The spirit of war to which the League 
owes its present degredation,”’ he declared, 
“ must and will eventually disappear.” 
But South Africa’s co-operation in Europe, 
when and how she shall co-operate, either 
in peace or war, are questions for South 
Africa alone to decide. 

The test according to which these de- 
cisions must be made, Genera] Hertzog 
added, may never be other than the 
interests of South Africa herself.

Dr. O’Higgins and Mr. James Dillon 
(F.G.) will move: ‘‘ That the Dail is 
of opinion that the collection of annuities 
on land should be discontinued as long as 
the British Government continue, by taxes 
or duties, to penalise agricultural pro- 
ducts.’’

Doyle (F.G.) call for the establishment of 
machinery in the Civil Service by which.

“ We felt this danger very directly 
when. 52 nations, gathered in Geneva, 
decidéd on the criminal economic 
sanctions against Italy. 

.“* Those sanctions they carried out with 

every severity, but they failed to reach 
their goal. In fact, they gave Fascist 
Italy an, opportunity to prove its powers 
of resistance. 

““ Although it was urged to do so, 
Germany did not take part in the 
sanctions. We shall never forget this. 

‘This is the point where for the 
first time the existence of a neces- 
sary co-operation between National 
Socialist Germany and Fascist. Italy 
quite clearly -became apparent. 

“That which the whole world now 
knows to be the Berlin-Rome axis was 
created in the autumn of 1935, and in the 
past two years we have worked magnifi- 
cently for the continuously growin 
rapprochement of our two nations, as wel 
as for the growing political strength of 
jLuropean peace. 

‘ Fascism has its ideals, to which it will 
remain true, and these are identical with 
my personal beliefs—that is, to speak 
clearly and frankly, and to march by the 
side of a friend unto the end. 

‘ All the arguments of our enemies are 
untenable. There is no _ dictatorship 
either in Germany or Italy, but forces 
and organisations exist in those countries 
which serve the people. 

‘Has a Government in any part 
of the world the support of the people 
to such an extent as the Governments 
of Germany and Italy? The greatest 
and truest democrats the world knows 
to-day are in Germany and Italy. 


SECRET SOCIETIES 


“ Elsewhere, under the cover of 
‘human rights which cannot be - sold,’ 
politicians are guided by the forces of 
money, capital, secret societies and politi- 
cal groups, all fighting one another, In 
Germany and Italy it is absolutely im- 
possible for private forces to dominate 
the policy of the State. 

‘‘ This community of ideas in Ger- 
many and Italy is found at present 
in the fight against Bolshevism—the 
most modern form of darkest Byzan- 
tine terrorism, the exploitation of the 
credulity of the lower classes, and in 
the fight against the Government of 
hunger, blood and slavery. 


DISTORTION 


“ This form of human distortion which 
lives on a lie has been combated by 
Fascism with the greatest energy since the 
war. = 

Fascism has fought against it in words 
and with arms, because if words have no 
effect, and cir¢umstances -require it, arms 
must speak. : 
“This is what we have done in Spain, 
where thousands of Italian Fascist volun- 
teers have fallen for the salvation of 
European civilisation, which can even now 
have a rebirth if it turns away from the 
false and lying gods of Geneva and 
Moscow, and approaches the illuminating 
truths of our revolution.

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OBITUARY 


THE DEAN OF WESTMINSTER 

The Dean ot Westminster (the Very Rev. 
William poxley Norris, K.C.Y.O., D.D.), 
who had been seriously ill for some days, died 
early yesterday at his home in London, aged 
séventy-eight. 

Dr, Norris was the son of the late Canon 
Foxley Norris, and was the head of the 
Norris family, of Speke, one of the best-known 
in Liverpool. He was titular head of the 
Speke Hall estates, which go back to the 
14th century, and no’ are the site of the 
Liverpool Corporation's Airport. He . was 
educated at Charterhouse and at ‘Trinity 
College, Oxford, and had been Dean of West- 
minster since 1925. 

After being ordained in 1882, at the age 
ol twenty-three, Dr. Norris became curate ol 
Eton and of Chatham, and then, in 1886, vicar 
of Shirburn, Oxfordshire. His rise thereafter 
was rapid, He became successively Vicar of 
Almondbury, Yorkshire; Rector of Barnsley , 
Rural Dean of Silkstone, Canon of Wakefield, 
Archdeacon of Halifax, and from 1917 to 1925 
Dean of York. 

Dr. Norris assisted in the magriage cere- 
mony of the Duke and Duchess of Kent, 
for which King George V. honoured him with 
the insignia of Knight Grand Cross of the 
Royal Victorian Order. During the last ill- 
ness of King George V. the Dean made an 
appeal from the chancel steps in Westminster 
Abbey for public prayer. After the present 
King had been proclaimed Dr. Norris's claim 
to perform the Services at the Coronation as 
Dean of Westminster was the first to be con- 
sidered and granted by the Court of Claims. 

The Dean’s hobby was painting. He used 
to tell how he was once imprisoned for being 
found sketching in Northern Italy. He was 
arrested as an Austrian spy, alleged to be 
sketching Italian fortifications. A friend, 
however, proved his identity, and he was 
released after three hours’ detention. His 
love of painting led him to found the Society 
of Parson Painters. He was an Honorary 
Associate of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, honoraray chaplain to the Royal 
Academy, and a member of the Advisory 
Board of the Victoria aud Albe:t Museum. 

Among other official positions which Dr. 
Norris filled were those of Dean of the 
Order of the Bath, Sub Prelate of the Order 


of St. John, member of the Ecclesiastical 
Commission Board, chairman of the Central 
Council for Care of TShurches, and. up to 
1930, chairman of the House of Clergy in 
the Church Assembly. He was chairman of 
the Governors of Westminster School and a 
Governor of Charterhonse. 

He leaves a widow—a daughter of Arch- 
deacon Pott, whom he married in 1884—a son 
and two daughters.

The draft of the Note which Britain and 
France will send to [taly later this week 
about the withdrawal of foreign ‘* volunteers’ 
from Spain will be presented to the Cabinet 
by Mr. kKden to-day, when the regular 
weekly meetings are resumed. he? 

The note, writes the Press Association 
Diplomatic correspondent, will set out the 
present state of affairs, and will emphasise 
the importance which Great Britain attaches 
to the. withdrawal of all foreigners from parti- 
cipation in the Spanish conflict. It has 
been reported that Italy does not contem- 
plate with equanimity the prospect of her 
men enduring another winter of stalemate in 
Spain. 

In ‘addition, the success. of the Nyon talks 
and the fact that Italy is now discussing 
participation in the piracy patrol suggests 
that the time is opportune for discussing 
the ‘‘volunteers’’ problem, more particu- 
larly as Italy herself has raised it. . 

Germany .is stated to be rather tired of 
Spain, and Hitler may have conveyed this 
impression to Mussolini during the past few 
davs.

SOUTH WALES MINERS

goods was urged in a resolution passed by

TOWARDS PEACE 


After speaking of the present improve- 
ment in the Mediterranean and its con-

“This task—no light one—is at present 
being actively pushed forward. Let us 
not choose this moment to strike a blow 
at a policy which has served, and we 
believe will continue to serve, the cause 
of peace.” 

The debate in the Committee was opened 
by M. Delbos, who winted out that the 
French proposals for non-intervention a | 
year ago had been welcomed throughout 
Europe, because people realised that it 
was necessary to prevent a multiplication 
of intervention and the danger of a real 
war becoming at a later stage a general 
war. 

“ European peace has, in spite of a 
thousand threats and a buana dangers, 
so far been safeguarded,”’ he added. 

“ In full agreement with the British 
Government, and encouraged by the 
success of the Nyon Conference, it is our 
desire to use all our power to make truly 
real the obligations which have been 
assumted,’’ he said. “ We have already 
stated our intention to enter in a short 
time into conversations, the success of 
which is in the interests of all. The co- 
operation of all the Governments repre- 
sented here will not, we feel sure, be 
lacking.” 


EQUIVOCAL SITUATION 


M. Delbos declared that the present 
equivocal situation must not be allowed 
to continne any longer. and that declara- 
tions must be followed by effective action, 
by guarantees, and by supervision. The 
withdrawal of foreigners serving in Spain 
was absolutely essential, and in this 
matter the French Government would 
count on the unanimous support of the 
countries represented. 

Mr. Khot (Norway) suggested that the 
League might organise some kind of 
armistice, with a view to the application 
of the Covenant. 

M. Litvinoff (U.S.S.R.) reviewed the 
history of the Spanish civil war and of 
non-intervention, and declared that when 
breaches of the non-intervention agree- 
ment were fo: d to be existing a warning 
should have been given, and, if they were 
not stopped, supplies should have been 
given to the “Spanish Gove-nment. = If 
they had done this, and had sent two aero- 
planes to the Madrid Government for 
every aeroplane sent to the rebels, it 
would have‘achieved non-intervention very 
quickly, and the war would have come to 
an end in the course of a few months, 

“We have tried one way which has 
failed,” he continued; “ now let us try 
another method which will bring about 
peace based on international law and on 
the League of Nations.’’ 


SPAIN’S TRUST 


Senor del. Vayo, the Spanish delegate, 
speaking with great emotion, declared that 
Spain had trusted in the League and in 
colle:.'ve security, and that thousands of 
people had been. killed in the trenches 


while the civilian population had been 
massacred because they believed in those 
things. He protested against a further 
delay. : 

He also protested against the attempt 
to reduce the struggle in Spain to a local 
struggle, declaring that it was an inter- 
national war that was going,on in Spain. 

The real way to end the Spanish war, 
he declared, was to take as a basis the 
firm foundation of international law. NÍ 
the Spanish Government had had the 
necessary arms the war would have been 
finished. 

“ We ask for the application of inter- 
national law and of the principles of the 
Covenant,”’ he conchuded, . '

Conferences, union 
meetings and mutual help and participation 
in the Church festivities of both rites are 
likewise strongly recommended. 

The Papal Instruction is broadly conceived, 
discusses the problem of the union from all 
sides, and its standards are of great weight 
for the whole of Poland. The rights which 
the Holy See accords show that the present 
Pope, so thoroughly conversant with the 
conditions obtaining in Polish territory, is 
eager that just Poland should undertake the 
work of the re-union of the two Churches. 
For Poland, by the very nature of things, is 
pre-destined to play an important réle in re- 
establishing the link between the Eastern 
Orthodox Church and Rome. Moreover, .the 
Poles, as Slavs, are nearer to their Slavonic 
brethren of the East. so that the racial element 
can also contribute to the realisation of this 
union.
